EACH CASE TREATED 
ON {TS MERITS 

Lord Horder told the meeting: “I 
am familiar with those ladies who 
want to go to Switzerland for winter 
sports. 

“Speaking for myself and for. my 
fellow-practitioners in medicine, I 
must say that each case is treated on 
its merits.- ° 

“The .reasons which are adduced 
by women are so numerous and so 
‘ trivial that they spoil their cases be- 
fore they finish. 

“The Bourne case made it per- 
fectly clear, and case law has it, 
that a doctor has‘a free hand to con- 
sider other aspects than the. mere 
question whether a pregnant woman 
will die if she is not. given the 
facility of abortion. ‘ 

‘It has been laid down that. the 
doctor may take into account’ not 
merely the question of life and death 
in deciding whether he shall relieve 
a woman of her pregnancy. 
DOCTORS PUT IN THE PILLORY. 

“But we do.ask for cover because 
every now and then, as in the Bourne 
case, a doctor gets pilloried, and 
maybe mulcted,. and so much  de- 
pends upon whether he has a judge

The ‘Unemployment Fund is now 
making:..a- large. profit’ of nearly 
£500,000 a week, which fs rising as 
unemployment falls and the number ' 
of insured. workers grows. Up to 
December ‘last ‘the fund had accumu- 
lated a balance of. 267,500,000. What

But,. thanks to the 
British Navy, -it was also pleasant ahd 
uneventful, The troops did not know 
when they left home’ exactly where 
they were bourid, nor perhaps did ‘they: 
greatly ‘care,- provided it was in- the 
war zone. “When: the British Empire 
is at war,” finely said an Anzac Bri- 
gadier, “we are.” And he might have 
added, wherever it is at war, we are. 

The scarred face of Achi Baba over- 
looks the plains of Troy, a few miles 
across the Straits, and three thousand 
years separate the heroes of Homer 
from the more authentic exploits of 
Gallipoli on which the Anzacs first 
won their distinction. However cele- 
brated the valour of the men who 
fought at ‘Troy may-have been, it may 
well have been exceeded later by the 
Anzacs in Gallipoli and the Territorials 
of Lancashire and Glasgow, not to 
speak of the 29th Division.. 


A TRAGIC MOMENT 


Not even the wonderful army with 
which we fought the first. Somme. 
battle in 1916 can have surpassed these 
Anzacs in the physical vigour and 
military bearing which Egypt so great- 
ly admired in them when they re- 
appeared a few days ago. Not a few

If there were no Anzacs free for

But she would hardly 
risk extended or hazardous operations 
for this object. She draws supplies of

_ ployment for the Anzacs now in Palés- 
tine we might have to look: elsewhere. 
If the Finns can keep up their heroic 
resistance, Russia: will have very little 
energy to" spare for other adventures. 
- Even if they could only last out until 


~ far’ advanced to start ‘another ‘serious 
; campaign, and active military co- 
operation between the Russian and 
German armies might be out of the 
question this’ year. But should the 
Finnish resistance unexpectedly col- 
‘lapse, and, still more unlikely, should 
the country settle dowri ‘under a’ con- 
queror from whom they. can expect no 
consideration, one can. imagine .de- 
velopments which would bring the 
Anzacs as ‘far to the strategic front as 
ever ‘they were in the last war. 
* There is some reason-to think that 
oil is rapidly becoming the main fac-

In the last war the Turks attacked the 
Russians in the Caucasus, and ‘the first 
suggestion of the Gallipoli campaign 
_ came from the Grand Duke Nicholas, 
_who telegraphed to Lord Kitchener 
asking for a demonstration, naval or 
_ military, “which would cause the 
Turks . . . to withdraw some of the 
‘forces now ‘acting against Russians in 
the Caucasus, and thus.ease the posi- 


chance of carrying ‘strongly fortified 
lines. without tanks, whose consump- 
tion of oi] they so gravely undeér-esti- 
mated in Poland. 

Hazardous ,in the most favourable 
conditions, forecast of a war that may 
spread over several countries, each 
with uncertain factors reacting on each 


other, offers almost limitless possibili- 


ties of error, The usefulness of the at- 
tempt is not in the prophecy, but in 


the chance of discovering elements: 


that have ‘been overlooked in the proz 
blem. 

The view that the real war will pes 
gin early this Spring would have much 
more to recommend it if we knew 
that Germany had supplies, especially 
of oil, to conduct a great offensive, but 
if there is any. uncertainty about that, 
the beginning . of major operations 
might.be delayed. much longer. . 

We began. this.war -determined to 
avoid such waste of.life’ on the, Wes- 
tern Front as in the last war, but such 
a position as we are imagining might 
force us to do what we were deter- 


.mined not to do. The -arrival of the 


Anzacs in Palestine recalls the old con- 
troversy in ‘the.Great War between 
the Westerners, who insisted on win- 
ning the war.on the Western Front, 
and the: Easterners, who-saw in the 
ast an easier and less costly way of 
victory. And it is arguable that um- 
covering Germany’s Eastern Front was, 
in fact, the principal contribution to 
victory.
